The Boston and Maine railroad station 


at North Hampton was broken into llast 
evening, by burglars, who, although 
they did lots of damage got bat little 
for tbeir pains. 


Herbert L Marston of North Hampton 


is.ststion agent and left the depot short* 
ly after the Pullman passed through for 
the east last evening. No night man is 
employed at this station and Mr Mars- 
ton saw that everything was secure be- 
fore he left. 
Everything of value was 


placed in the safe and the windows and 
doors securely locked. 


Shortly before 7 o'clock this morning, 


Mr Marston, who lives some three quar- 
ters of a mile from the depot, reached 
the station and was surprised to see the 
rear door open. He entered and saw by 
the scene of devastation that burglars 
had beenjat work. The windows were 
blown out] and the pictures on the wall 
shuttered. 
The big double door safe 


was in its usual place but the outer door 
had been blown open. 


The burglar or burglars, as it was ev- 


ident that there had been more than 
one of them concerned in the job, had 
gained entrance by forcing open a door 
anJ drilled a hole in the safe close to 
the lock. Into this hole an immense 
quantity of powder had been placed as 
was evidenced by the complete wreck 
of the interior of the station. The burg- 
lars saw after blowing the first door 
that their work was only half done and 
either this or the fear that the explosion 
had awakened the neighborhood caused 
them to give up their job and flee. 


The burglars carried away nothin of 


particular value but the cost to the 
road for repairs will be considerable.

To RcBU»re the Old Constitution 


It is proposed to restore the old Con- 


stitution to her former appearance as 
far as ppgaible. Chief Constructor Hich- 
born has made an estimate for the 
work, and it is likely that Sec Long wil' 
approve the proposition. The experts 
say it will require 8150,000 to make the 
changes necessary. 


The original plans, drawings and pic- 


tures of the old Constitution are in the 
bureau of construction in the navy de- 
partment, and it will be a comparative- 
ly easy matter, should congress appropri- 
ate the money, to carry out the plan. 
In that event the Constitution will be 
added to the training squadron and will 
be put in commission.. 


The work required will be done at 


the Boston navy yard or at the Forts- 
mouth navy yard. 
Efforts promise to 


be made from each establishment to se- 
cure this work, those from the Ports- 
month being on the ground that the 
vessel was at that yard for a long period 
and that people there have come to 
claim a proprietorship in her. The 
claims 'of the Boston people are the 
obvious ones that the vessel is now at 
that yard and was originally built in 
that city.—Boston Qlobe. 


FIREMEN'S AID 


N«w Hampshire Slate AM*clati*n i» 


Formed 


New Hampshire's firemen have placed 


themselves on record as favoring legis- 
lative enactment for firemen's relief. 
This has been long established in many 
states, and the fire fighters of the old 
Granite State feel that it should be pro- 
vided in New Hampshire without fur- 
ther delay. 


Bepresenatives of nearly every fire 


department in New Hampshire met in 
the Manchester city hall on Friday and 
organized a state firemen's association, 
one of the principal objects of which is 
to be to secure the desired legislative 
enactment, working among the candi- 
dates for election as representatives, in 
the various towns and pledging them, 
as far as possible, to the interests of the 
firemen before election. 


In most states the foreign insurance 


companies doing business are taxed on 
the amount of premiums eollectpd, and 
this will probably be the method pur- 
sued in this state. In New York 2 per 
cent is charged all foreign companies by 
the state for this purpose. 


After a unanimous vote that the con- 


vention proceed to the formation of a 
State Firemen's association, the follow- 
ing committee was appointed by the 
chair to bring in a list of officers: Chief 
Randall of Portsmonth; Chief Belcher 
of Raymond; Levi L Parker, Lancaster, 
Captain Sheridan, Claremout; Captain 
King, Concord; James L Brock, Man- 
chester, and Fred W Bond, Manches- 
ter.

The Btorm raged from 10 o'clock 1 


,the morning (Sunday, iiept. 11) until 2 
o'clock in the 
afternoon, completly 


wrecking the island. 
At the capital, 


Kingstown, fully 200 houses were demol- 
ished, while the suburbs, Coxheath and 
Montebello, were obliterated. 
Among 


the principal buildings destroyed are 
the Anglican and Catholic churches, the 
tine new hospital and Fort Charlotte. All 
the other'publlc buildings were more or 
less Injured. Cloudburts from the moun- 
tains swept much of the ruins into the 
sea, also several dead and injured per- 
eons. 


Throughtout the Island the destruc- 


tion was on a wholesale scale, nearly 
all the estates and buildings were razed 
and cultivation being obliterated. 


The following towns or villages were 


'•destroyed: Iiosepa.ce, Grande-sable, Ar- 
nosvale. Mount Pleasant, Argyle, Wall- 
Jlabe, Burrouallle, Layon and Bucca.- 
ment .and the second city, Georgetown, 
Was considerably damaged. No approx- 
mate estimate of the damage has been 
reached, but the Island is practically 
ruined. 


St. Lucia suffered mostly from rain 


and landslides, the deluge lasting 10 
hours. Culde Sac and Rouseau valleys, 
the centers of the cane and cocao culti- 
vation, were converted into lakes and 
partly filled with debris from the moun- 
tains, which ruined the crops, while 
many 
plantations 
elsewhere 
were 


wrecked. Serious damage was sustained, 
especially at Mornetabac, which pre? 
clpitated an avalanche three miles long, 
(Covering the valley to the width of a 
.mile and overwhelming Huby and a 
couple of other estates. Similar ava- 
lanchea partly destroyed the Diamond. 
Peary and San Jacques plantations. 


The city of Castries suffered some- 


what, chiefly from a tidal wave, which 
•wept over half the town and wrecked 
a portion of Bay street. Thirteen lives 
were lost. The full extent of the damage 
has not been computed, but it is Incom- 
parably less than at St. Vincent.

The two-ruasteJ lumber schooner 


Unison, Capt. Barter of Bath, went 
aslioro on the rocks at Odiorne's Point 
at 4.30 this rooming in the heavy storm 
which is raging offthe coast, and 
be a total wreck. 


Capt Barter, his wife, and the crew 


of three men were saved, being rescued 
from the schooner by the Wallis Sands 
life saving crew. 


The schooner was light and was work- 


ing her way from Boston to Bath. 
The 


captain was trying to ruako the shelter 
of Portsmouth harbor v,hen the acci- 
dent occurred. 


The storm which sot in along the 


coast on Thursday night was at its 
worst this morning. There was a very 
heavy northeast gale and the sea was 
running high at the time, the rocks 
where the schooner struck being a mass 
of foam and spray. 


The hull of the Unison was well out 


oi the water, she being without ballast 
and after passing Thatcher's island last 
night, the crew had a hard time of it in 
managing the craft. The men did the 
best they were able to do to keep the 
schooner off until they should reach 
Whalesback but rapidly drifted in. 


She struck the rocks on her port side 


and at once bogan to pound heavily. 
The waves were washing the deck badly 
at the time and it looked serious for the 
crew when the life saving station men 
launched their boat. 


The life saving crew ran alongside 


and after tin hour's hard work succeed- 
ed in taking off all the schooner's crew. 
The latter were not able to save any of 
their belongings. 


While the work of rescue was going 


on the schooner began to pound to 
pieces and the rocks tore holes with 
every -n ave. The .schooner's crew were 
taken to the life saving station and 
cared for, temporarily. 


The vessel was half full of water be- 


fore the crew left and made it useless 
for a tug to attempt to haul her 
off. 


She will go to pieces before night, it is 
thought. 


The Unison was one of the old time 


lumber coasters which bailed from this 
port for many years after she was built 
at Freeport, Me, in 18o4, and Capt 
Zach Williams of Kittery Point was one 
of her first captains. She was owned at 
Bath. 


She was 7tS feet long, 23 feet beam 


with a 7.05 depth of hold and a net 
tonnage of 8-. 


After the rescued persons had been 


made comfortable at the life saving sta- 
tion they were brought to this city and 
furnished with transportation to Bath.

The Auxiliary Cruiser Panther which 


arrived here Friday afternoon and was 
docked at the navy yard was run ashore 
on Marvin's island this afternoon while 
trying to leave the river. 


How the accident happened is not yet 


known as nobody has yet had a chance 
tt talk with Pilot John Amazeen who 
was in charge. 


The Panther lies head on, on Mar- 


vin's island and her bow is within four 
feet of the shore. Old sailors shake 
their head aud say that it was the mis- 
take of somebody to attempt to send 
the big craft to sea in the teeth of a 
raging north-east Rale, when wrecks 
were being reported about us. 


The news soon spread through the 


town and inside of half an hour there 
was a steady stream of teams and foot 
passengers passing over the Newcastle 
bridges to view the crippled monster. 


Upon arriving on Marvin's island it 


was seen that the Panther had passed 
through the narrows and her head had 
not swung enough to clear the land. 


The big vessel struck hard and forced 


her bow up on the shore some distance 
and out of the water some four or five 
feet. Sonndings were at once taken and 


J sent to the navy yard of the ves- 


el's plight. 


Why the Panther should have left the 
ock at the navy yard on such a day is 
mystery.
